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THE CHRIST OF THE ANDES 


Statue Erected on Border Line Be- 


tween Argentina and Chili. 


Not many years ago Chili and Ar- 


gentina were on the verge of war. An 
old boundary dispute had broken out 
anew, and was intensified by the dis- 
covery of an unsuspected value in 
the eighty thousand square miles of 
territory involved. 


The two nations grew more hostile. 


Bach was goaded by the other's war- 
like preparations to make more pro- 
vision for a war believed to be in- 
evitable. Their standing armies were 
increased to a burdensome size, and 
their navies were enlarged by new 
and expensive ships. 
The tax for 


these wasteful preparations amount- 
ed to five dollars per capita in the 
two nations. 


To the honor of Christian men in 


both nations, let it be remembered 
that these demonstrations did not go 
on without protest. 
On both sides 


of the line clergymen of the Roman 
Catholic, church, as well as the repre- 
sentatives of the English government 
in both countries, labored earnestly 
and kindly for the averting of so 
great a disaster. 
Bishop Benavenle 


of Argentina and Bishop Jara of Chili 
were foremost in their pleas for 
peace. 
They journeyed back and 


forth in their respective countries, 
rousing the clergy and laity by their 
pleading for the tangible expression 
of abiding peace between the nations, 
in the form of a monument on the 
boundary-line. 


It was this movement that gave 


locus ro peace sentiment. 
The plan 


-to erect a statue of Christ between 
the nations rebuked the clamor for 
war. 
At last the boundary dispute 


was referred by agreement to the 
King of England; and his decision, 
which awarded to each nation a part 
of what it had contended for, gave 
general satisfaction. 


Then the two nations, gratified by 


the result, signed a treaty, agreeing 
that for a term of years all contro- 
versies should be submitted to arbi- 
tration, and that they would reduce 
their armies and navies. 


The women of the two nations took 


up the movement for the monument. 
A young sculptor, Mateo Alonso, 
modeled the statue of Christ, which 
was cast in bronze produced from 
old cannon. It is twenty-six feet in 
height, and is supported by a granite 
column surmounted by a globe, on 
which the map of the world is out- 
lined. 
In His left hand the Christ 


holds a cross, rising five feet above 
the statue. 
His right hand is out- 


stretched in blessing. Below are two 
tablets; 
one gives the history of 


the monument, and the other says, 
"Sooner shall these mountains crum- 
ble into dust than shall the people oC 
Argentina and of Chili break the 
peace to which they have pledged 
themselves nt the feet of Christ the 
Redeemer." 


On the very summit of the Andes, 


and on the boundary-line settled with 
mutual 
satisfaction 
and 
without 


strife, the statue was erected March 
13, 1904, a benediction to the nalions 
that erected it, and a lesson to the 
world.

and Helios. 


In the language of the posies the 


stately sunflower which 
raises its 


heavy head to the sun, following its 
orbit day by day. speaks of the false- 
ness of riches, because gold, of which 
it is so suggestive, cannot purchase 
happiness in the highest degree. 


The common legend of the sunflow- 


er is that of Clytie arid her love for 
Helior., the sun god. 
Clytie was the 


daughter of Oceanus. But Helios was 
a fickle fellow and transferred his 
affections to Leucothoe, daughter of 
King Orchanus of the Persians. Find- 
ing that she could no longer retain 
his love, Clytie told the king of his 
own daughter's love affair and that 
monarch was so enraged that he caus- 
ed Leucothoe to be entombed alive. 


Helios was furious at the tragedy 


caused by Clytie's jealousy and en- 
tirely forsook the nymph. 
Over- 


whelmed with grief, she lay prone 
upon the ground for nine days and 
nine nights without any sustenance, 
her eyes continually following the 
course of her adored one through the 
heavens. At last the other gods, less 
pitiless than Helios, who caused her 


wilt under his scorching anger, 


transformed her into the sunflower. 


There is another sunflower, smaller 


than the common garden flower, 
which is called Helenium, after Helen 
of Troy, from whose tears it is sup- 
posed to have sprung. 


The sunflower, which is sometimes 


called turnsol, because its blossoms 
are commonly believed always to turn 
toward the sun, is especially rever- 
enced in Peru, on account of its re- 
semblance to the sun, the Peruvians 
worshipping that luminary. 
Votive 


offerings were presented in their tem- 
ple of the sun, the priestesses when 
performing the duties of their office 
wearing crowns of sunflowers of pure 
gold and carrying Others in their 
hands. 


The Spaniards, when they invaded 


Peru, were amazed at the profuse dis- 
play of gold, and when they saw the 
whole prairies of the sunflowers in 
blossom believed they were fashioned 
of the same precious metal.

RECIPES 


Peach Fritters—Peel and cut in 


halves peaches not over ripe. Sprinkle 
with sugar, then roll in regular frit- 
ter batter, powdered macaroons or 
fine stale cake crumbs. Fry in deep 
fat and drain and roll in powdered 
sugar. 


Baiibnry Tarts—Stone and chop 


one cupful of raisins, add one cupful 
of sugar, one egg slightly beaten, one 
cracker finely rolled and the juice 
and rind of a lemon. 
Roll some pas- 


try one-eighth of an inch thick, and 
cut pieces 3 % inches long by three 
inches wide. Put two teaspoonfuls of 
the mixture on each piece, moisten 
the edge with cold water half way 
around, fold over and press the edges 
together with a three-tined fork, first 
dipped in flour. Bake twenty min- 
utes in a slow oven. 


Southern Sweet Potatoes—Steam 


the potatoes until well done; skim; 
then slice into pan with alternate lay- 
ers of brown sugar and butter. Brown 
in oven. 


Steamed Apples—A delicious and 


simple way to prepare apples. 
Peel, 


quarter and core six or eight apples. 
Steam or boil until about half cook- 
ed. Take from the fire and let cool. 
Make a 'syrup of two cups of sugar 
and half a cup of water. 
Drop the 


apples into the boiling syrup for a 
few minutes, or until they become 
clear. 
Let cool and serve with 


cream.

Text of the Lesson, 1 Sam. xviii, 6-16. 


Memory Verses, 14-16—Golden Text, 
Ps.

After David's great victory over 


Goliath and the defeat of the Philis- 
tines by Israel the soul of Jonathan, 
Saul's sou. became knit with the soul 
of David, and it is written at least 
three times that he loved him as his 
own soul (xviii, 1, 3; xx, IT), but as 
that will be the topic of next week's 
lesson we must pass it for th*!> present, 
simply asking all to consider it well 
till next week, for there is not so great 
a topic in< the Bible as the love of 
God, 
and all human love, even the 


love of a mother, is but a faint reflec- 
tion of the love of God, who com- 
mendeth His love toward us in that 
while we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us (Rom. v, '8). From that day of 
victory Saul kept David by him and 
set him over the men of war, and he 
was accepted in the sight of all the 
people and also in the sight of Saul's 
servants (verses 2, 5). But as the peo- 
ple came out to meet Saul returning 
from the battle the women sang, "Saul 
hath slain his thousands and David 
his ten thousands." This greatly dis- 
pleased Saul and led him to say. 
"What can David have more but the 
kingdom? So he became very jealous 
of David and sought to kill • him. for 
"jealousy is cruel as the grave; the 
coals thereof are coals of fire, a most 
vehement flame" (Song viii, 6). 


Saul had not the lowliness of mind 


to esteem another better than himself 
(Phil. II, 3), however much that other 
might deserve It; he had not the spirit 
of God, but an evil spirit which led 
him to say to Samuel, "Honor me now 
before the elders and before Israel" 
(xv; 36)'.' He was In a measure a type 
of him who shall yet exalt himself 
and magnify himself above every god 
(Dan. xj, 36). 
David was now the 


anointed king, and Saul had been re- 
jected, but God allowed him to con- 
tinue a little longer. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is the anointed one •whom Qod 
has appointed to rule Israel and all 
nations, but the time is not yet, and 
the devil is still permitted to be the 
god of this world (II Cor, iv, 4; John 
xiv, 30). It is a truly marvelous plan 
which God has unfolded to us in His 
word and foreshadowed In all its rec- 
ord, even His eternal purpose which 
He purposed In Christ Jesus our Lord 
(Eph. iii, 11). And the time will come 
when, notwithstanding all the rage of 
the great adversary 
and the vain 


imaginations of the people, He will 
set His king upon His holy bill of 
Zion (Ps. il). 


During all this present age. while 


our Lord is still rejected and by the 
•world disowned and we, like Joseph In 
Egypt or Daniel in Babylon or David 
waiting for his throne, are called upon 
to wait and suffer with Him, it is our 
privilege to have it said of us, as it 
was of David, "The Lord was with 
him" (verses 12, 14), or of Joseph (Gen. 
xxxlx, 2, 3. 21, 23), or of Isaac as 
when the Philistines said, "We saw 
certainly that the Lord was with thee" 
(Gen. 
xxvi, 28). One reason why we 


are permitted to come into hard places, 
and especially trying- circumstances, is 
just that it may be seen that God is 
with us and Iliat He may be glorified 
m us. On tlip" plain of Dura, where all 
thp world \v:us gathered that great day 
to worship .NV'.Hichatlni^car's coldci' 
ini.-igo. tho only people with whom th" 
Ron of God was seon to be wero Dan- 
iel's three friends in the fiery furnace 
(Dan. 
iii, 25). Sau! humiliated David, 


and from being over the men of war 
ho made bim captain over a thousand, 
yet David behaved liimselt wisely in 
rll his ways, and all Israel and Judali 
loved him. Compare verses o, 13-16 
Whether exalted or humiliated, David 
could c-nj as Paul said: "I have learned 
in -whatsoever stale I ani therewith to 
be content. 
I know both how to be 


abased and i know how to abound" 
(Phil iv, 11, 12). Then see the snare 
that Saul laid for David in offering 
him his daughter for a wife, his one 
thought being that David might fall 
by the hand of the Philistines (versos 
17, 21, 25). David, however, prospered 
in spite of all the snares laid for him, 
and when Saul saw it he was the 
more afraid of him and became his 
enemy 
continually 
((verses 28, 29). 


David probably had these days in 
mind when he wrote, "The wicked 
plotteth against the just and gnasheth 
upon him with his teoth; t-ho wicked 
watch.-th the righteous and fecoketh to 
slny him" (Ps 
xtxvii, 12. 32). artel 


many similar words. If we will follow 
Jesus 
fully we must expect to be 


treated as He was, even as Ho told 
us, for the servant is not greater than 
bis lord (John xv, IS 21). As Ho wa° 
made perfect tluough suffering, there 
can l>e no other way for us as His 
followers. 
"Unto us it is given in tho 


ixibalf of Chri.st not only to heliove 
on Him, but also to suffer for UN 
sake" (Phil, i, 20). 


We may be railed to pass thtousjli 


fire and water, but His presence will 
l>e surely with us, and if only we will 
be silent to the Lord raid lot Him 
mold us lie will bo glorified in us, and 
some day 
wo will praise Him 
for 


every stop of the way. He is a hedge 
and a -wail of fire round abort Ili-* 
peoplo, and no weapon that is formed 
against them shall prosper, and no real 
evil can ev^r befall His redeemed noi 
any power of the adversary preval 
against ttwim beyond His permission.

In accordance with a suggestion 


from Mr. Bryan The Gazette solicits 
subscriptions in any amount, from $1 
up, to the Democratic national cam- 
paign fund.

contributions to ?10,000 and provid- 
ing for publicity before election. 


"The Republican parly has so far 


refused to join with us on this propo- 
sition, but public sentiment may yet 
compel it to do so 
I have no doubt 


that the Democratic partv will re- 
ceive contributions from more indi- 
viduals tnan ever contributed to an 


that 
the management intends to

A QUACK GRASS WARNING. 
A. reader of a central Iowa paper in 


which these notes appear regularly 
contributes to its column a very timely 
article touching the need of greate 
.precaution -with a view to preventing 
the spread of the quack grass pest 
He points out the danger, pi-eviouslj 
emphasized in these notes, of allowin 
the grass to seed along highways 
fence rows and in vacant lots because 
of the possibility of a subsequent 
spread of the seed in the form of litter 
or manure to gardens and farm land; 
in the vicinity. 
He attributes the 


rapid spread of the grass in his own 
and other 1'ocalities to the careless way 
in which hay is made of the roadside 
grasses after the quack grass is headec 
out, the same being used on the farms 
of the abutting landowners or sold and 
fed out ia other localities. 
He asserts 


that the man who would set his barn 
afire is a gentleman 'compared with 
one who would knowingly sell him hay 
containing quack grass seed. As a re- 


- suit of ten years' experience with the 


pest he recommends summer fallow- 
ing of the land that is infested with 
the grass, with disking as often as 
any of it shows" head above ground, a 
deep .plowing of the land In the fall 
and the grooving of corn the next two 
years, with the cleanest and most care- 
ful cultivation possible. 
Even with 


this method tufts of the grass are iike- 
ly to be found at the roots of the com 
in the fall of the second year, when 
they should be dug up by hanti, root 
and all. and burned. He estimates that 
the value of land thoroughly^ infested 
with quack grass is decreased -one- 
half. The danger from the source in- 


- •dicated can hardly be overemphasized. 


Every farmer should be keenly alive 
to the situation. 


PRACTICAL FORESTRY. 


Among powerful agencies which are< 


taking up the matter of forest planting 
and preservation in a practical and 
effective manner is the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
The demand for "lumber to 


be used in the manufacture of freight 
cars, bridges, stations, etc., and for 
telegraph poles and railroad ties has 
become so great that this company, one 
of the most extensive in the country, 
has purchased farm lands, which are 
used as nurseries for different varie- 
ties of trees which are needed. The 
company the past spring planted over 
600,000 trees, while Its total plantings 
to date, Including this year's, aggre- 
gate 2,500,000 trees. This year's plant- 
ing included 209,000 imported seed- 
lings, which were placed in the com- 
pany's nursery at Morrisville, 
IN 


AThen railroad companies, which nre. 
as a rule, dominated by only the most 
mercenary consideration, take such an 
interest in the subject of forestry, it 
ought to be a thought provoker for 
many a farmer who is quite likely 
growing crops with Indifferent success 
on land that during a term of yea'rs 
would give him as large or a better 
revenue per acre if set out to trees. 


.First American Voyagers to Japan 


It is commonly assumed that unti 


the memorable visit of Commodor 
Perry's squadron in 1853 had shat 
tered the ancient isolation of Japan 
no American ship had ever been per 
mitted to trade or tarry in a port o 
that nation. 
More than half a cen 


tury, however, before the tenaciou 
diplomacy of Percy wrested a treat 
of "friend and commerce," two Yan 
kee vessels had carried cargoes tc 
and from Nagasaki. 
Their voyage 


were typical episodes of the era when 
Salem shipmasters ware the first to 
fly the Stars and Stripes from the un 
charted coasts of Sumatra to the un 
known islands of the South Seas, 
was in 1799 that the ship Franklin 
owned in Boston, and commanded by 
Capt. James Devereux of Salem, won 
the historical distinction of being the 
first American vessel to find a friend 
ly greeting in a h'arbor of Japan. Twt 
years later, the ship Margaret ot 
Salem, Capt. S. G. Derby, fared on 
like errand. 
Excepting a handful of 


Dutch traders, these two ships visited 
a laud as strange and unknown to th<= 
outside world as was the heart of 
Thibet a dozen years ago. 
The log 


books and journals of these voyage 
have to do with customs and inci- 
dents that sound as archaic as a chap- 
ter of the history of the Middle Ages 
in Europe.—Ralph D. Paine in The 
Outing-Magazine for August. 


While the average father is greatly 


rejoiced over the return of the way- 
ward son who has spent his substance 
in "riotous living" and perhaps kills 
the fatted calf for him, it is safe to say 
that he likewise rejoices a good deal 
on the quiet over the other son who 
stays by him-through thick and thin, 
milks the cows and helps in haying, 
harvest and husking.

An ex- 
periment conducted by the West Vir- 
ginia station gives a definite answer to 
the above query. 
Six hundred hens 


were kept through the year, and it was 
found that the cost of feed per head 
was 89 cents, while the total for feed 
and labor was $1.42. 
The average 


number of eggs was 113. valued at 
>2.43, which left a net profit of $1.01 
for each hen, or an Income of $606 from 
:he entire flock. 


A recent report published by the 


Dominion dairy commissioner contains 
ntcresting figures touching the growth 
of the dairy business in Canada. The 
country has at present 4,313 creamer- 
es and cheese factories, there being 
1,284 in the province of Ontario, 2.SOO 
n Quebec and 286 in the seven other 
provinces. The first cheese exported 
rom Canada was sent to Great Brit- 
ain in 1SG4, while the maximum value 
f Canadian cheese and butter exports 
cached the highest point in 1003 
vhen their aggregate value was $37,- 
67,501. 
About 10,000 people are di- 


ectly engaged in the manufacture of 
heese and butter, while 200,000 pa- 
trons furnish milk and cream to cheese 
factories and creameries. 
Figuring 


100 acres to each farm, there aite ap- 
proximately 20,-OflO;0*9 acres ef land 
upon which this milk is produced.

THE LEAK IN WEEDS. 


A great benefit'resulting from early 


stacking of the grain is that if sheep 
are on the place and it is properly 
fenced they can be turned on to the 
stubble and will devour and destroy no 
end of weeds, thus keeping them from 
maturing a big crop of seed. Where 
there are no sheep the same* result 
can be attained by an early plowing of 
tbie stubble. This will kill weeds about 
to' seed as well as mature other weed 
seed in the soil. Not the least of the 
leaks on the average farm Is the an- 
nual loss sustained in the -work of 
fighting weeds and In the toll which 
tbey take on the feflitility of the soil. 
Henco any method to which the weed 
nuisance can be abated should be 
poshed vigorously and persistently. 


A farmer residing in the community 


in which the writer lives has a reputa- 
tion for miles around for the uniform- 
ly good crops which he raises. This is 
especially true of his corn crops. We 
learned the other-day one of the secrets 
of his success. At a time when othci 
good farmers in the neighborhood ha'd 
cultivated their fields of corn three or 
four times, he had gone over his seven 
times. He deemed &is necessary this 
year because of frequcwt driving, heavy 
rains which packed the' ground and 
caused it to bake in tbe sun. The ex- 
tra tending gwen ttite^aeld of corn has 
already put It ahead from,ten days to 
two weeks, which injures a sound and 
mature crop of corn even in case of an 
early killing frost. A general charac- 
teristic of this -man's management of 
his farm work is that he is, as a rule, 
forehanded with hte work rather than 
behind with It and having It drive him. 
Tills way of doing makes work more 
profitable in dollars and cents as well 
»s more satisfactory.
